MSP  Fund;  la  that  birthmark  really  a  malignant  melanoma?  What  about  that 
tracheal  raidline  pimple  that  feels  like  a  thy  oglossal  duct  cyst?  And  that 
recent  umbilical  pain?  You  know  what  I'm  talking  about--  MSD!  Yes,  Medical 
Students9  Disease,  that  debilitating  syndrome  which  affects  all  medical 
students,  young  and  old  alike. 

The  latest  reports  fabricated  by  the  epidemiologists  at  the  McMurrich 
Building  have  shown  a  direct  relationship  between  knowledge  accumulated  and 
disease  risk.  Keen  medical  students  are  affected  more  often  and  with  greater 


severity.  There  is  little  concern  about  first  year  students  since  their 
knowledge  is  negligible.

THE  MEDICAL  STUDENT  IN  PERSPECTIVE:  LIFESTYLE  ISSUES 

One  of  the  nopular  misconceptions  that  circulate  about  medical 
students  is  that  they  are  creatures  whose  life  rarely  extends 
beyond  medical  school.  In  an  attempt  to  shatter  this  image, 
Questionnaire  'C'  dealt  with  topics  not  directly  associated 
with  medical  school  such  as  housing,  finances  and  nutrition. 

Between  31  and  43%  of  students  live  at  home  (greatest  in  year 
2,  least  in  year  3)  and  presumably  their  rent  is  relatively 
inexpensive.  Of  those  students  not  living  at  home,  over  half 
are  paying  more  than  $ 2 00 . 00 /mon th  rent.  Half  to  two-thirds 
of  all  respondents  consider  their  rent  to  be  moderately  to 
very  expensive.  In  years  2  and  3,  20%  of  respondents  were 
dissatisfied  with  their  present  living  arrangements  compared 
to  8%  in  year  1. 

For  years  1  through  3  respectively,  41,  26  and  25%  thought  a 
'medical  student  residence'  was  needed.  With  regard  to  diet, 
43%  in  year  1,  15%  in  year  2  and  33%  in  year  3  do  not  think 
they  consume  a  well-balanced  diet.  The  general  feeling  was 
that  insufficient  time  and/or  motivation  were  the  greatest 
causes  of  this. 

Between  25  and  40%  of  students  surveyed  rely  on  their  parents 
or  other  family  members  for  financial  support.  Students  in 
later  years  are  more  dependent  on  student  loans  for  funding, 
while  students  in  earlier  years  are  more  able  to  fall  back 
on  their  personal  assets.

The  Medical  Student  in  Perspective-  Lifestyle  Issues: 

There  are  many  dimensions  to  explore  when  examining  a  medical 
student's  life  and  well-being.  Relationships,  or  more  specifically 
one ' 8  romantic  involvements  could  be  considered  both  an  interes¬ 
ting  and  important  issue  worthy  of  discussion.  In  questionnaire 
B,  two-thirds  of  respondents  over  the  three  years  felt  that  they 
were  'moderately  or  very  satisfied'  with  the  romantic  relation¬ 
ship  that  they  had  in  their  life.  The  number  of  people  involved 
romantically  at  the  time  of  the  survey  (late  Fall/80)  was  greatest 
in  3rd  year  and  least  in  1st  year  (yr  1-32%,  yr  2-50%,  yr  3-78% 
involved) .  Less  than  10%  of  all  respondents  described  their  rela¬ 
tionships  as  'unsatisfying'. 

Both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  friendships  are  also  relevant 
areas  to  explore.  In  each  of  the  3  years,  82%  of  the  respondents 
(8f  survey  B)  were  satisfied  with  the  quality  and  extent  of  present 
friendships.  In  1st  year,  compared  to  the  later  two  years,  medical 
students  make  up  a  smaller  proportion  of  friends.  In  all  3  years 
less  than  15%  of  friends  were  either  non-  university  or  working 
people  who  were  not  formerly  school  colleaques.
